Committee Last Night. 


The building committee of the 
Methodist church held a meeting 
last night. 
Prof. R. O. Allen and 


Dr. 
W. H. Lawrence, who were 
present, were added to the com­ 
mittee. 
Architect Flanders 
of 
Dallas 
was present 
and submitted the 
revised plans for the new church 
building which were unanimously 
adopted. 
The changes to be made 
are mostly in the interior. 
The 
building will be of buff brick ve­ 
neer with tinted plastered walls, 
steel ceiling and metal roof. There 
will he five entrances including a 
rear hall entrance. 
The Sunday 
school room will be one-half larger 
than before with fourteen class 
rooms, a gallery above, also a la­ 
dies’ parlor aud kitchen. 
Six of 
the class rooms are provided in the 
gallery and will have raised seats, 
being available for large congrega­ 
tions, the pupit being easily visi­ 
ble from every point in the whole 
house. 
Three of the entrances are 
vestibuled. 
The pulpit is in the 
center of the rear of the building 
with the organ and enlarged choir 
space to the right. 
The floor of 
both 
auditorium 
and 
Sunday 
school room slopes towards the 
pulpit. 
The solid partition in the 
center, asperating the auditorium 
and Sunday school room, rises into 
the attic by means of weights and 
a hoisting device, throwing both 
rooms into one. 
This partition 
has ventilating sections for use 
when not raised.

will comfortably seat 1200 people

N early every big factory building 
h as been wiped out of existence, and 
com plete enum eration of them would 
look like a copy of the city directory.

ONE THOUSAND DEAD. 


T his Is W hat Authorities at Oakland 
Cay Is Fatality List. 
Oakland. Cal., April 19.— Authorities 
here estim ate th e list of fatalities at 
San F rancisco at 1,000, while many 
men are injured. 
In this place five 
persons lost th eir lives. 
T he dreadful c atastro p h e cam e with 
out w arning at precisely 5:13 Wed 
nesday m orning, Its motion apparently 
being from east to west. 
At first the 
upheaval was gradual, but in a few 
seconds 
It 
Increased 
in 
intensity 
Chimneys began to fall and buildings 
to 
crack. 
P e o p l' 
becam e 
panic­ 
stricken and rushed into the streets 
most of them in night attire. 
They 
w ere met by show ers of falling build­ 
ings. bricks, cornices and walls. 
Many w ere Instantly killed, while 
others were dreadfully mangled. Those 
who rem ained Indoors generally escap 
ed with th eir lives, though scores were 
hit by plaster, pictures and other a r­ 
ticles thrown to the floor by th e shock 
It Is believed th a t m ore or less loss 
was sustained by nearly every family 
in San Francisco. 
T he 
V alencia 
hotel, 
a 
four-story 
wooden building, sunk into the base­ 
m ent, a pile of splintered tim bers, un­ 
der which w ere pinned m any dead and 
dying occupants of the house. 
I he 
basem ent w as full of w ater, and some 
of th e helpless vttlm s w ere drowned. 
Scarcely had the earth ceased 
to 
shake when fires broke out sim ultane 
ously in m any places. 
T he fire depart­ 
m ent prom ptly responded to the first 
calls for aid. but It was found that 
th e w ater m ains had been rendered 
useless by th e underground movement 
F anned by a light breeze, the flames 
quickly spread, and soon m any hultd 
Inga were seen to he doomed. 
Thetv 
dynam ite w as resorted to, and the sub 
sequent frequent explosions added to 
the terro r of the people. 
All efforts 
to stay the progress of th e fire proved 
futile.

SANTA ROSA A WRECK. 


Ten Thousand People H om eless and 
Death List Is Large. 
Los Angeles, April 19.— S anta Rosa 
Is a total wreck, 40,600 people being 
hom eless. 
T he loss of life will prob 
ably run into th e hundreds. 
T he whole business portion of the 
city is in ruins. 
Main street Is piled 
m any feet deep with fallen buildings. 
N ot one business house Is left intact 
T he four-story court house is a pile 
of broken m asonry. 
Identification of 
th e dead is impossible. 
T he part of 
th e town' not destroyed by the earth 
quake w as sw ept by fire. 
The citi­ 
zens fled to the fields and hills to 
w atch th e destruction of the city. The 
w ater system w as destroyed by the 
earthquake.
